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SUPPLEMENT 

Marathon Media Group, L.L.C. (“Marathon”), licensee of Station KHUL(FM) (formerly 

KONY-FM), Kanab, Utah, joined by Cameron Broadcasting, Inc. (“Cameron”), rule making 

proponent (together “Joint Parties”), by their respective counsel, hereby submit a supplement in the 

above-captioned proceeding. The purpose of this supplement i s  to note the possible removal of a 

conflict with MM Docket No. 01- I 3 5  (Caliente, Nevada). 

I 

I .  On July 15, 2002, Cameron filed a counterproposal in  this proceeding. proposing, 

airiong other allotments, the relocation of  Channel 234C from Kingman, Arizona to Pahrurnp, 

Ncvada. On July 30, Marathon filed Reply Comments pointing out that that Cameron’s proposed 

allotincnt o f  Channel 234C at  Pahrump conflicts with Marathon’s proposed allotment of Channel 

233A a t  Tecopa, California, advanccd in MM Docket No. 01-135 (Caliente, Nevada) and requesting 

the dismissal of Cameron’s counterproposal on that ground. 

2. Since that time, after discussions between the Joint Parties, i t  has been determined 

that an alternatc channel i s  available to rewlve the conflict. Specifically, Channel 250A can be 



allotted to Tecopa, California in MM Docket No. 01-135 instead of the originally proposed Channel 

233A. Attached i s  a copy o f  Marathon's comments in MM Docket No. 01-135 demonstrating the 

feasibility o f  the alternate channel allotment. 

3. I f  Marathon's proposed Channel 2S0A allotment i s  accepted by the Commission, the 

conflict between MM Docket No. 01-135 and this proceeding i s  removed. Accordingly, contingent 

upon that acceptance, Marathon withdraw5 i ts request for dismissal o f  Cameron's counterproposal 

in this procecding. The Joint Parties urge the Commission to act accordingly.
